fees recommended

The Bar-Niv Committee yester- 
day submitted to the cabinet its 
long-awaited report on higher edu- 
cation tuition fees. Four of the 
committee's five members came 
out in favour of a complicated 
system of graduated fees, appli- 
eable to different categories of 
students. 

Reporting to the press in Jeru- 
committee 
ehalrman, National Labour Court 
Judge Zvi Bar-Niv, outlined the 
plan’s main features and gave a 
brief survey of suggestions not ac- 
cepted. 

The committee's recommendations 
lay down various categories of stu- 
dents based on personal status and 
age. Fees are to be different for 
those beginning thelr studies below 
the age of 19 and a half, those over 
that age, and those over 26. 

Fees for those under 26 are to 
be graduated according to parents’ 
income. For those over 26 and 
married couples fees will depend on 
their low income. The definition of 
income will be “taxable income,” 
after all deductions for family and 
dependents. 

A single student will not have 
to pay any fees If his parents (in 
ἃ family of four} have a gross in- 
come of lesa than IL12,0000 a year 
and a net of less than HL9,000. (In 
larger familles these figures go up 
on a silding scale}. The figure of 
9,000 net a year is based on 
average national salaries. 


FEES GROW 


A student whose parents net over 
the IL9,000 ceiling will have to pay 
L600 in fees. This figure is to in- 
crease by IL80 a year for every 
additional 21,200 the parents earn 
up to a maximum fee of 113,000 a 
year (on parents’ income of 
145,000). 

Parents with two children in 
college will énjoy an additional 25 
per cent reduction on the fees for 
each child. Parents who support 
one other child in high school wil 
be entitled to a 25 per cent reduc- 
tion on university fees for their 
older child. This reduction increases 
to 50 per cent, if two or more other 
children are still in high school. 

Students who, according to their 
parents income level, have to pay 
fees, but who are unwilling to ac- 
cept support from their families, 
may apply for loans to the Edu- 
cation Ministry's Student Loan 
Fund. 

Married students and those over 
26 are to pay according to the in- 
come criteria applying to parents. 
In no case are they to pay less 
than IL600, but ἃ 25 per cent re- 
duction applies in cases where both 
husband and wife are students. 

Tuition fees are to be tied to the 
average wage scale as defined from 
time to time for the purpose of Na- 
tonal Insurance Institute, 

While fees are to be paid to’ indi- 
vidual institutions of higher learn-

He sees a 
parallel for this in the living allow- 
anceg paid by the Labour Ministry 
to certain aduits taking courses, In 
general Mr. Messer suggests a fund 
to finance not only tuition fees, but 
also the living expenses of students. 


THREE APPROACHES 

The SBar-Niv report examined 
three basic approaches to tuition 
fees, of which it adopted the third, 
The first approach, supported by 
the student unions, and deans of 
Students, called for a total freeze 
of fees with a view to their even- 
tual complete abolition, (The stu- 
dents held a one-day strike at the 
beginning of the school year in pro- 
test against the 11.145 increase, 
automatic under the then applicable 
rules of the 1958 Agranat report.) 

The second approach, supported 
by the Directors-General of the Edu- 
cation and Finance Ministries, was 
in favour of unified and “realistic” 
fees, which would at least come 
somewhat closer to covering the 
real cost of higher education. Needy 
students were to be helped to pay 
up to a limit of IL4,500. 

The finally recommended gradu- 
ated fees system had the general 
support of the heads of Institutions 
of higher learning and of the then 
Deputy Education Minister, Dr. A. 
Sciaky. 

The committee held 12 public ses- 
sions. Its members, In addition to 
chairman Bar-Niv, were Messrs. 
Moshe Bitan, Rafael Molcho, Oded 
Messer and Yurel Kissar. 

The Government has not yet set 
a date for discussing the commit- 
cee’s recommendations.

HONGKONG (Reuter). — China 
claimed yesterday that the Soviet 
Union had increased its nuclear ar- 
senal five-fold in the past six years 
and was now the world’s biggest 
military machine. 

The claim came in an article in 
the official Peking “People's Daily” 
signed “Commentator” — a sig- 
nature usually used to express top- 
level Chinese Communist Party 
viewpoints. 

The article, as quoted by Radio 
Peking, said the Russians have 
been continuing their nuclear 
buildup at an even faster rate, 
despite thefr utterances about nu- 
eiear disarmament. 

It was the latest in a series of 
Chinese criticisms of the Soviet 
Union's proposal calling for the 
permanent prohibition of the use 
of nuclear weapons and the non-use 
of force in international relations. 


After noting that the two super ... 


powers, the U.S., and the Soviet 
Union, accounted for more than 


five-fold’ 


half of the world's arms expen- 
diture, “Commentator” added: “As 
everybody sees, the Soviet τε- 
visionists have msen to the status 
of a holder of the biggest military 
machine in the world. They consti- 
tute a dangerous force of aggres- 
sion. Facts like this should sharpen 
our vigilance.” 


“Commentator” added that if 
there was any disarmament at all, 
the axe should fall on the two 
superpowers. 

The New China News Agency. 
criticizing the Soviet proposal, said 
the Soviet Union had been using 
force or the threat of force wher- 
ever it could and cited a number 
of examples, including the massive 
Russian ‘troop concentration along 
the Sino-Soviet border. 

The official organ accused the 
Russians of “arrogantly brandishing 
claws and...teeth...and engag- 
ing in arms expansion in the name 
of disarmament.” 


Big purge after Lin died 


WASHINGTON (AP). — A _ high- 
ranking Chinese Natlonalist official 
said here yesterday that 34,000 off- 
cers and men of Communist China’‘s 
army were court-martialled during 
a four-month purge touched off by 
the death of Defence Minister Lin 
Piao in September, 1971. 

Frederick Chjen, head of the In- 
formation Office in Taiwan, said this 
information was turned over to the 
chief of the general staff of the 
Chinese Nationalist armed forces on 
October 31 on the basis of confiden- 
tial documents obtained by military 
intelligence agents. 

Dr. Chien said In an interview 
that the rerords showed that about 
a dozen senior cadres (Communist 
party workers) were sentenced to 
death, Of some 50 officers and de- 
fence officials at the middle level 
who were arrested, 12 more were 
sentenced to death and the remain- 
ing 38 were given ilfe imprisonment.

Kakuei Tanaka was expected to pages 


dissolve the House of Representa- 
tives today, setting the stage for 
national elections which probably 
will come on December 10 and like- 
ly will keep him in power. 

Tanaka, enjoying unusually high 
Popularity after a trip to Peking, 
where he established diplomatic re- 
lations with Communist Chine, long 
had been expected to call elections 
this year. 

Politicians felt a test of the 
national mood was called for after 
leadership of the ruling Liberal 
Democratic Party (L.D.P.) passed 
to the 54-year-old Tanaka in July 
from 7il-year-old Eisaku Sato, who 
was Prime Minister for nearly eight 
years.

KGB, tells fate of dissenters 


MOSCOW (Reuter). — A clandes- 
tine group of amateur journalists 
who compile the “Chronicle of Cur- 
rent Events," an unde ἃ re- 
port on the fate of Soviet ‘political 
dissenters, ‘have again defeated a 
security police drive at suppression. 

The latest edition, circuizted as 
usual in the form of type-written 
carbon coples, reached foreign cor- 
respondents last week. It was the 
27th to appear since the “Chro- 
nicle’ was launched in 1968, and it 
devoted nearly a fifth of its 24 
ἕο repression in the Ukraine. 

The ‘KGB (Soviet security police) 
campaign to quash the “Chronicle” 
began early this year with a nation- 
wide spate of house searches and 
questionings. At Jeast six suspected 
contributers are known to have been 
arrested, -but ‘the “Chronicie" has 
continued to appear. 

The KGB investigation, krown 85 


Case 24, was seen as part of an 
overall ideological clampdown and 
colncided with a wave of arrests 
in the Ukraine, apparently almed 
at checking anti-Mosecw, nationalist 
unrest. 


The latest “Chronicle” said 12 
trials had ‘heen held In the Ukraine 
ἰὼ recent months, ali concerning 
charges of anti-Soviet activity. Sen- 
tences ranged from three to 15 
years in prison, labour camp and 
internal exile. 


Informed sources said the group 
responsible for the “Chronicle” were 
thought to view each new edition 
as a victory against the KGB. One 
of the suspected contributors ar- 
rested ὧν the security police, Mr. 
Kronid Lyubarsky, a 38-year-old 
Moscow astronomer, was sentenced 
Jast month for anti-Soviet agitation 
and propaganda.

Louis Harris estimated Friday that 
57 per cent of the American Jew- 
ish vote in the presidential election 
went to Democratic Candidate Sen. 
George McGovern and 48 per cent 
to President Nixon. 
Harris data differed with a CBS 
report that 32 per cent of Jewish 
votes went to Nixon and 66 per 
cent to McGovern, with one per cent 
for the others. 
Harris offered his Jewish statistics 
in response to questions at the Na- 
tional Press Club after he discussed 
attitudes of the candidates and of 
the voters on issues in the 1972 
campaign. He said that the 1972

BECIDIVISM 

The tendency towards recidivism 
emerged at the very start of an 
offending driver's career. “A driver 
committing a violation a short thne 
after his first offence, will continue 
to commit a larger number of 
violations than a driver whose second 
offence {s committed a long time 
after the first,” Prof. Shoham said. 

The professor said that by mea- 
suring the time ‘between early of- 
fences it would be possible to predict 
the number of additional viviations 
“congenitally unfit" drivers were 
likely to commit. Ordering such 
drivera off the road would be a 
cheap and efficient method of re- 
ducing the accident rate, he held.

LONDON (Ofns}). 
A RADICAL re-think by a city 
of its transport problems may 
herald a revolt against the private 
ear in Britain. The Midlands city of 
Nottingham has thrown out a big 
road-bullding programme planned for 
the τὴν —- a scheme that would 
have brought huge motorways right 
into its heart. 

In its place, the city council is 
putting its faith in more and cheap- 
er buses — and even some free 
buses — plus some advanced ideas 
on how to restrict cars flooding into 
the centre. Next month, four free 
buses will start an experimental ser- 
vice linking the city’s shopping 
centres with car parks, railway and 
bus stations. 

Next year, a start will be made 
in Nottingham with a scheme to 
Prevent all through-traffic in the 
smaller inner core of the city, with 
buses and delivery vans (virtually 
the only vehicles permitted in the 
core) restricted to a walking pace. 
As one official explained: “‘The pe- 
destrian will become king.” 

Finally, a scheme is being worked 
out to set up traffic “collars” on the 
main roads into the city. These col- 
lars will allow commercial vehicles 
and buses through, but only filter 
in private cars at the rate the 
roads can take them. Large car 
Parks will be located near these 
collars and motorists will be en- 
couraged to leave their cars there

the ‘shopping window’ 


of the Americas

TEL AVIV. — Florida is the shop- 
pers “show window” of both the 
U.S. and South America, “And we 
are making ‘hard plans to display 
Israeli goods prominently in that 
window," says Harry Rich, of Miami, 
who is sparking efforts to set up 
a highly active’ Miami-Israel 
Chamber of Commerce. 


“This organization,” he says, “will 
be a real one. Tt won’t meet to 


pass resolutions. It will sell goods.” - 


It is hoped that at least 50 per 
cent of the members will be non- 
Jews. 

Each member of the Chanrber will 
make every effort to come here this 
Spring and “place orders for at 
least IL50,000 worth of goods.” The 
orders will generally be tailored to 
the outlets and stores each mem- 
ber owns. Mr. Rich himself is in 
the rug and carpeting business, with 
five outlets in Florida, and one in 
New Jersey. 

“We plan, as soon as most of 
the goods are in the U.S., to hold 
an Israel] Fair.” ‘A leading economist 
from a nearby university has agreed 
to act as consultant to the entire 
“project. 

“Anything which sells in Miami, 
sells in the rest of the U.S. or 
South America,” he says. “Some 
fourteen million persons visit Filo- 
rida each year, and most of them 
do a considerable amount of shop- 
ping. When they go home, they 
whet the taste of others to buy the 
same type of products.” 


NOVELTIES WANTED 


Mr. Rich, who is here on a visit 
with the Fedder-Norge group, 
says that “more important 
than honouring shipment dates and 
shipping goods according to speci- 
fication — American firms them- 
selves also have a tendency to 
violate these two principles — is the 
matter of innovation. The buying 
public in Florida, whether from 
America or South America, likes to 
see new and handsome products, 
something which will wear well and 
attract attention.” 

He stresses and restresses the word 
“Innovate,” and he believes that 
Israeli designers can meet the chal- 
lenge. and that Israel can become 
the “mini-Japan” of the Middle East.

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PERON: THE MAN WHO 
LIVED ON MYTHS 


By JAMES NEILSON 


BUENOS AIRES (Ofns.) — 

GRING his 17 years in exile Juan Peron, 
whose return to Argentina has been fore- 
cast for November 17, saw four military and 
three clvillan presidents come and go. He 
could claim to have played a big part in 


removing all of them. 


Had Argentina prospered after 1955 his In- 
fluence would have probably withered away. 
But the economic crisis that had begun long 
before his overthrow deepened. Things 9b- 
stinately refused to improve rapidly enough to 
wean the masses away from thelr nostalgia 
for the first years of the dictatorship when 
Peron gave them bread and circuses while the 
political parties remained splintered, un- 
able to join forces to challenge the large and 


main 
aggressive Peronist minority. 


Peronism is more than a mere coalition of 
the dissatisfied It has a larger irrational con- 
tent than most mass movements, and draws 
from a quasi-religious 
mystique. It gives the rank-and-file the feeling 
of belonging, and Peronist rallies resemble 
revivalist meetings, with the speeches being 
punctuated with chants and the beating of 


much of its strength 


bass drums. 


There are three principal Peronist myths. 
One concerns Eva Peron, the beautiful blonde 
who died of 
cancer in 1952 when she wag only 33. Until 
Peron was overthrown in 1955 her embalmed 
body lay in the trade union headquarters. But 
in the turmoil of the coup it was spirited 
away and hidden for 16 years. To many Ar- 
gentinians Evita, as she was affectionately 


wife of the former President, 


known, was a aaint. 


‘The people’ 


The second myth identifies Peronism with 
“the people.” Although the Justicialist Party, 
38 Peronism calls itself, never won an abso- 
lute majority in any elections held between 
1955 and 1966, It often came quite near. As 20 
elections have been held since 1966, 
voluble Peronists have recently given the im- 
pression that they represent an absolute ma- 
jority. This, however, is by no means certain. 
And Peron’s claim that the Persnists would 
get at least 80 per cent of the votes in a 
Benuinely free election is pure fantasy. What 
is true is that Peronism has attracted mary 
new adherents, especially among the young. 
because it represents the most powerful move- 
ment against a series of unpopuler military 


governments. 


The third, and perhaps most powerful myth, 
concerned the “return.” This provided fodder 
for the daydreams of millions of supporters, 
who lovingly imagined the day Peron would 


arrive in a black aeroplane to ἃ 


country which would welcome the second cam- 


ing of the populist Messiah. 


Peron’s enemies took this prospect as seri- 
ously as his friends, and went to great lengths 
to throw barriers in his way. On the only 
previous occasion when Peron did try to~ 
return, in 1964, he got as far as Rio de 
Janeiro, Although his ticket was made out 
to Montevideo, the Brazilians sent him back 
to ‘Madrid. Had he reached Buenos Aires, then 
he would in all likelihood have had to face a 
charge of statutory rape, stemming from an 
affair with the then 13-year-old Nelly Rivas

CALCULATING BUS FARES 


To the Editor of The Jerusalem Post 
Sir, — I would Hke to refer to 
Dr. Moshe Ater’s article of Oc- 
tober 80, in which he rightly cri- 
ticizes Egged and Dan for thelr re- 
current demands to increase ‘bus 
fares. I feel that he owes the pub- 
Uc an explanation of what is im- 
plied under the innocuous term 
“management fee” '((mimshak). 
From time to time, Egged revises 
the value of a share in the co- 
operative for a person wishing to 
join it as a member, and as a 
base for computing interest, Several 
months ago, an Hgged share was 
gasessed at TL70,000. On this basis, 
interest is paid to members in addi- 
tion to the salary they draw. 
‘Several years ago, in 8. conver- 
sation I had with an Egged mem- 
ber, I queried: a) Is this interest, 
which 15 paid to all members, (in- 
cluding the veteran ones, who paid 
for the share a fraction of the cur- 
rent amount), considered an ex- 
pense? b) Is the amount on which 
interest 1s paid considered equity or 
debt? Tf it is equity, no interest 


only should be paid on it when there 


are losses and not profits. If it is 
debt, interest should be paid on a 
fixed amount of principal and not 
on an amount at which it is assessed 
by a management representing the 
lenders for their own benefit. c) 
The assessment carried out by man- 
agement i obviously not connected 
to reality, since the enterprise con- 
tinues to pay dividends while It is 
known to be operating in the red. 
Nevertheless, ‘these dividends are 
recognized ‘by Government which — 
by the subsidies it provides and by 
the permission it gives to raise bus 
fare — is effectively backing these 
Payments in the last resort. It is 
therefore small wonder that there 
are people ready to pay IL70,000 
for a share. 


__ At that time, I was told that the 
issue ig fairly complicated, I am 
not sure whether the facts are ag 
deseribed above. In our dormant 
democracy, the public is fairly uncon- 
cerned, and neither the Government 
nor the cooperattives consider it nec- 
essary to explain to people what 
Management fee” is, confining them- 
selves to an announcement to the 
effect that the cooperatives’ balance 
sheets have been examined by ex- 


perts, and that permission has been 
given to raise bus fares.
